C. All previsions of the Election Law are

designed te obtain the will of the legal voters
within a Precinct. If the appointed officers
de net appear within thirty mlnutes after the
polls ought te open then there is a prevision
fur substitution; but If these olllcers de ap
pear and are qualified and de enter upon the
performance of thelr duty and then delibe-

rately refuse te contlnue in that duty, as wub

deno at Driur Hill nnd at tbe Dell Scboelhouso,
have the assembled vetors no power te elect
officers, have them qualified and bold elec-

tions? This question may cemo bofero the
Election Commissioners, and they may

undertake te declde It. Their decision will
net be Unal, but may glve rlse te two ether
questiens: (a) Whether the Election Commis-

sioners have the power, being merely ministe-
rial officers, te threw out tbe poll where this
occurred, and (b) If they undertake te de se,

what romedy does the law afford te theso
whose rights are thus violated, and what
punlshment under the law can be meted out
te the Election Commissioners?

Every eno of theso questions new Is a prac-

tical question In Kentucky and In this city
and count ; every eno has arisen and may

arlse again. They are questions which affect
all parties and all voters. There are hun-

dreds of instances in Lexington where tbe
law has been violated by the most Insolent
and lawless dilatory tactics. Ameug these
men who wero thus deptired of thelr votes
were men of every station in llfe aud of both
colors nnd of all ranks, and a like fate may

evortake any ether citizen in the future.
Thore Is net a voter In Lexlngteu or Fayette
oeunty that may net have te undergo this
deprivation of bis privileges. It Is net a mat-

ter about which vetors should divide.

There Is perhaps a mere Important question
Involved; and that Is, Is there any Judlelal
romedy for these eutragos In this county?
Can such offenders be punished by the au-

thorities and In the established tribunals of
Fayette oeunty? Can the Judges, MagUtratei,
Jury Commissioners, grand and petit Judges
furnish protection te the voters by meting
out punishment te the criminals? It Is the
purpose et the Honest Electleu League te
have this question thoroughly tosted. It Is

the purpose te act as te all the officers of
Fayette oeunty upeu the presumption that
they are faithful, dutiful and upright officers,
who are willing and able te porferm the duties
Imposed upon thorn In thelr rospeetlvo sta-

tions.
Anether very Important matter invelvod Is

what are are the powers and duties et the
Federal authorities In state elections? Is
thore any Federal statute passed In obedl-enc- o

te the Constitution of the United States
wbleh gives te the Federal Courts Jurisdiction
orer any eutrago or violation et right deno at
a state oleetlon? This question will be also
fully tested.

Without anger, without bitterness of lan-

guage, (t Is the purpose of these who consti-
tute that league net te oendono any orlmes
oemmlttod, but te firmly press whatover pros-cutlen- s

may seem te be Just, It appeals te
the elty and county te aid It In this effort. It
appeals te all cltizens, of every party and
every rank, te Ktre te It the encouragement,
of their support and countenance.
